“La Libre Belgique” itemizes 
the sums which Germany has 
forced Belgium to pay for oc¬ 
cupation, reaching a total of 
IS billion Francs for the first 
year. In addition, the Nazis have 
requisitioned goods to the val¬ 
ue of 2 billion without compen¬ 
sation, circulated unredeemable 
Reichskassenscheine to the val¬ 
ue of 4 billion, forced Belgian 
corporations to export untold 
quantities of manufactures and 
food to the Reich with almost 
n 0 compensating importation. 
The ordinary Belgian State bud¬ 
get was 11 billion Francs annu¬ 
ally; as a result of occupation
